Signal Service reports and from the ac 
counts of mild weather reported by the 
press 
On Sunday last the temperature 


rose to 60 degrees at Omaha, 62 at 
Chejenne, and 68 at North Platte 
Neb, very nearly as high as it rangec 
at the same time at Vicksburg, where 
it reached 71 degrees. 
These data 


evmee the fact that the cold producing ' 
forces which are yet to be developed 
before the present winter closes will 
encounter an exceptionally powerful 
resistance from the northward pressure 
of the heat bearing tropical winds, and 
make it probable that the winter, which 
has already been so mild, will be short- 
ened and tempered.

Sensible Bemarks From a Judge. 


Judge 
Pmckncy, of the criminal 


court of Baltimore, delivered a very 
strong and sensible charge to a grand 
jurj a few days ago 
In the course of 


hi* remarks he said . 


It is not infrequent that a trial mis- 


carries because of some flaw in the in- 
dictment, or a variance, as it is called, 
in the evidence which cannot be cured 
by an amendment. For this state of 
the law an excuse existed formerly in 
England, when there were more than 
200 capital offenses, in the natural de- 
sire of judges and lawyers that as many 
persons as possible, whether innocent 
or guilty, should.escapc the outrageous 
cruelty of a verdict of guilty, which 
might consign to the gallows perhaps a 
mother who had stolen a penny's worth 
of bread to satisfy the hunger of a 
starving child 
But all this is now 


changed, and instead of the fear of the 
innocent being convicted, the scandal of 
the law is that so many of the guilty 
escape punishment 
The state's attor- 


ney, then, should be allowed by law to 
amend his indictment at the trial, (ex- 
cept, perhaps, in capital offenses), ac- 
corling to proof in the cause, whenever 
an amendment would not prejudice the 
defendant in his defense on the merits. 
In that case the court might have power 
to discharge the juiy without a verdict 
and to postpone the case.

The Philadelphia and Reading rail- 


road has been in the habit of issuing 
scrip to pay off its employes, instead of 
paying thorn lawful money. Each cer- 
tificate was for $10, bearing a certain 
rate of interest. Under the internal 
law there is a tax often per cent, on all 
issues of tliis cla«s, and the collector at 
Philadelphia demanded $168,000, the

which amounted to $1,108,000. The 
company refused to pay, and the collec- 
tor seized twenty two locomotives which 
were the in round house, at Philadelphia.
